REMARKS 

This application was allowed on November 5, 1999. 
The issue fee has not yet been paid. Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.312(a), applicant respectfully requests cancellation of 
claims 27, 29, 56, and 58-60 without prejudice, and entry of 
the foregoing amendments of claims 28 and 57, in order to 
allow the present application to issue with the remaining 
claims and to allow the applicant to address newly raised 
issues of patentability as to claims 27, 29, 56, and 58-60 in 
a continuation application. 

More particularly, applicant requests cancellation 
and amendment of claims 27, 29, 56, and 58-60 in order to 
address issues of patentability that were raised by the 
European Patent Office while acting as the International 
Preliminary Examining Authority in connection with 
applicant's counterpart Patent Cooperation Treaty application 
(International Application No. PCT/US98/19681 ) . The European 
Patent Office raised these issues of patentability in a 
Written Opinion that was issued just prior to the issuance of 
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
